"The life of the treaty swings in 


the balance," officials declared. They 
admitted that the close allied alli- 
ance of war-times had diminished. 


Th British threat to withdraw from 


the council of ambassadors if France 
persisted in following the policy of 
Marshal Koch in "goins it alone" in 
enforcement of a French interpreta- 
tion of the treaty was received with 
bitterness in many quarters.

dared. France favored a new series' 
of allied discussions to review rela-

tion asserting that she kept the al- 
lies thoroughly informed as to her 
intentions and was forced to act in 
occupying the Rhine cities to assure 
her own safety.

There never lias been a time when 


public markets have been of greater 
benelit lo the people than during this 
period of excessive inflation. To a large 
extent the most expensive processes of 
distribution have been employed lo keep 
the consumer supplied with food. There 
has been no pretense of cilicicncy or eco- 
nomy in Ihe marketing of foodstull's. 
The result has been prices out of all pro- 
portion to cost or value. The products 
which come from the farm direct to the 
household form a heavy percentage of 
our foodstuffs, and therefore bear an 
important relation lo the cost of living. 


The city of Applelon can assist mate- 


rially in reducing the cost of living and 
can help to promote the sale of fresh 
foodstuffs by establishing a municipal 
market. It can very easily be done, and 
at a small expense. We believe such a 
market would be received with strong 
popular favor, and thai il would be pa- 
tronized extensively by the consumer 
and catered to by the producer. 
The 


women are naturally interested in the 
subject, and so is the Society of Equity. 
If the newly organized Chamber of Com- 
merce will cooperate with the farmers 
and the women il will be an easy mat- 
ter lo secure this market. Il ought, how- 
ever, lo be provided for in the near fu- 
ture so that it will be ready for use in 
Ihe early summer when garden stuffs 
and farm produce commence lo come 
in. \Ve have no doubt the Chamber of 
Commerce will favor a public market, 
and ils endorsement will give Ihe project 
the standing thai will recommend action.

If il is conducted 
with due regard lo Ihe mutual ink-rest of 
Ihe seller and buyer and is properly pro- 
tected by regulatory ordinances, it will 
be a success. Outagamie county is rich 
in farm production. Practically every- 
thing that can be taken for food direct 
from Ihe farm is grown within a half 
hour's ride of Applelon. We oughl lo 
profit from Ihese r< sources which lie al 
our door. The way lo do il is to bring 
the producer and Ihe consumer together, 
which will not only give us foodstuffs of 
the best quality al Ihe lowesl prices, but 
will tend lo encourage development <•!

There is difference of opinion 
as to whether France is justified in the 
military measures she is considering to 
deal with the infractions of Ihe peace 
Irealy she charges against (iermany. It 
may be admit led so far as (iermany is 
concerned thai violations have occurred, 
possibly some quite marked violations 
of both the Idler and spirit of the trea- 
ty, bul il is a question whether the best 
interests of both France and (iermany 
would be promoted by French occupa- 
tion of Frankfort. Darmstadt, llomberg 
and 
Hanau. 
The 
principal 
charge 


against (iermany is that she has sent 
large bodies of troops into Ihe Ruhr ba- 
sin, a part of Ihe neulrai zone in which 
military activities are forbidden, and 
that she has also violated the treaty lim- 
iting the size of her army. There is a 
wide divergence of representation con- 
cerning Ihc facts. For instance. German 
officials in Berlin assert Unit there are in 
Ihe Ruhr basin only 19.000 troops to com- 
bat Ihe red uprising, whereas French au- 
Ihorilies insist 
there are 40.000 men 


there. 
The former number would be 


within the force permitted by the proto- 
col of lasl August, bul the latter number 
would not. 


There are Iwo ways of looking at the 


controversy. 
One is thai the movement 


against Germany is an exploit of French 
militarism. This would proceed on the 
assumption thai the presenl French min- 
istry, confessedly aggressive, is fearful 
of a revival of German power, coupled 
with apprehension lhal the growing de- 
mand for revision of Ihe Ireaty and the 
apparent disposition of Great Britain 
and the United Slates lo favor a liberal 
interpretation of ils terms may materi- 
ally alter the national protection France 
feels must be guaranteed her. Literal 
transgression of the treaty affords pre- 
cisely the opportunity Ibis French view, 
and it seems lo be the official view, de- 
sires to avail ilself of for the demonstra- 
tion of French policy, and lo ascertain 
whether France must assert and main- 
tain il single-handed or whether she can 
rely upon her allies lo support her. This 
allilude necessarily imputes lo Germany 
dishonesty c:f purpose in sending troops 
inlo the Ruhr basin and in the execution 
of the terms of the Irealy which are es- 
sentially of a military and economic 
character. Il charges bad faith in Berlin. 


The olher way of looking al the situa- 


tion is that (iermany is taking no more 
lhan ordinary precautions lo protect rep- 
rcsciilali\e and responsible government 
against Ihe radical outbreak \\hich seeks 
lo overthrow il and lo establish red con- 
trol of the country, and lhal the treaty 
never intended to lake away from tin- 
German government the power to pul 
down rebellion and preserve order. This 
is of course a consistent and reasonable 
inlerprelalion of Ihe treaty, the only 
question being \\lx-lhcr Germany is tak- 
ing advantage of the lUihr trouble to 
mass troops in ilial section and lo in- 
augurate a military policy contrary lo 
her promises and dangerous lo French 
security. 


Great Britain is proceeding cautiously 


and slowly in seeking lo ascertain Un- 
real facts before committing herself. 
This seems to be the stand of Italy and 
il undoubtedly reflects public opinion in 
the 1'nited Stales. 
II is M delicate situa- 


tion, for il is of course evident that a 
move of the sort proposed by France 
would embitter (lie feeling in Germany, 
delaying the day of reconciliation, and 
might endanger the peace of Kurope 
again.

'•I can't see how any city except 


those of the first class can operate 
i uder the law." said Mr. Mclntosh. 
"1 have advised that work be aban- 
doned and it is possible that there 
will be a special session of the legis- 
lature called, when 1 believe all ci- 
ties, with perhaps the exception of 
Milwaukee, will protest the law and 
seek Its change."
